Screams Attract Men 


The child's screams were heard 


by Jack Trego of 
Williamsport, 


who was at the Jerry Nessel fill- 
Ing station just across the street. 
Trego and several other men ran 
to her. Nessell and David Betts 
took her to the office of Dr. G. D. 
Sheets, who called the C. E. Hill 
ambulance. Dr. Sheets, after emer- 
gency treatment 
in his 
office, 


wrapped the child in a blanket and 
sent her to Berger hospital. 


At the hospital, Dr. Sheets was 


joined by Dr. E. S. Shane. Both 
remained at the hospital during 
the day, doing all they could for 
the injured child. 


The flames enveloped the child 


as her whole body is burned to a 
crisp.

of resigning. They pointed out that 
if Farley intended to resign 
he 


would have done so before the 
convention. Moreover, it was said 
that Mr. Roosevelt was not likely 
to yield to his political opposition 
to the extent of accepting a resig- 
nation from his cabinet. 


As a cabinet officer 
serving 


without pay, friends asserted Far- 
ley would be able to don full cam- 
paign harness without having the 
cry raised that he was on the fed- 
eral payroll and at the same time, 
for example, be receiving contri- 
butions as national chairman for 
the re-election fight.

COLUMBUS. July 7.—(UP)— 


The Ohio senate, without an op- 
posing vote, last night approved 
an appropriation of 
$1,500,000 


from the state's general revenue 
fund to provide additional money 
for relief during July for counties 
that have exhausted funds allocat- 
ed them under the present relief 
law. 


The appropriation measure was 


introduced as an emergency bill 
by Sen. James M. Matthews, (D.) 
Clark county, and was brought up 
for 
immediate action under a 


suspension of the rules. The emer- 
gency clause was approved 23-1. 


Final action on the appropria- 


tion will be taken by the house, 
expected to reconvene Wednesday.

COTTON STOCKS NOW IN DEMAND 
WASHINGTON—The boys around Hen- 
™ ry Wallace's Agriculture 
Depart- 


ment go around with broad grins on their 
faces whenever any one mentions cottou. 
these days. 


Unbelievable as it may seem, there is a 


shortage of cotton. Textile manufacturers 
are bombarding the AAA with urgent 
wires pleading for the release of Govern- 
ment-held stocks in order to keep their 
mills running. 


A million bales of this reserve, released 


several weeks ago has been consumed, 
and the AAA will shortly unload another 
large supply. The demand has brought 
Government stocks of cotton down to ap- 
proximately 3,5000,000 bales -- about half 
of the maximum once held. 


AAA executives believe that before the 


1936 crop reaches the market the Govern- 
ment reserve will be cut to around 2,500,- 
000 bales. This was the amount in Govern- 
ment possession when the New Deal took 
office in 1933. 


Two reasons are behind the rising de- 


mand: (1) Marked improvement in busi- 
ness. Principal consumers of cotton in re- 
cent months have been makers of automo- 
biles, tires, shirts, dresses, upholstery, and 
similar consumer goods. (2) This year's 
crop is somewhat backward due to incle- 
ment weather conditions. 


DROUGHT REPORT 


While cotton is apparently coming out 


of its long sojourn in the doldrums, other 
farms commodities are bringing frowns to 
Wallace's staff. 


The crop report to be published by the 


Department of Agriculture next Friday is 
the most anxiously awaited one in years. 
Based on thousands of reports from local 
agents, the survey will provide the nation 
with its first comprehensive data on the 
extent of the drought damage. 


Simultaneously with the fateful report, 


the Department will release a special sur- 
vey of the nation's food supply. Purpose of 
this is to offset possible alarm over the 
serious crop condition to be disclosed by 
the drought report. 


Wallace's advisers fear most that retail 


pi-ices will begin to reflect the soaring quo- 
tations on the Grain Exchange. A boost in 
retail cost would have serious reverberat- 
ions among consumers and Wallace's ex- 
perts say an increase is not justified. 


They pooh-pooh any danger of a food 


shortage. Despite the serious drought dam- 
age, they point out that there is ample 
wheat for domestic needs. 
Last year's 


carry-over was 125,000,000 bushels this 
year's crop will be 450,000,000 bushels, 
and about 45,000,000 will be imported. 


What the drought has done to corn is 


not known and cannot be definitely ascer- 
tained until late in July, since rains in the 
next ten days should offset the lack of 
moisture in June. 


Officials believe there is no shortage in 


livestock yet in sight, pointing out that 
cattle and hogs have been on the increase 
for two years. 


However, despite these optimistic con- 


ditions, Agriculture chiefs make no secret 
of their fear of a rise in food costs.
